Upon hearing that the Romans were 
planning to celebrate their victory over Perseus by giving at Amphipolis a splendid 
series of games - to which they were inviting the Hellenic world - Antiochus at 
once decided to put their “show” completely in the shade by giving one of his 
own that was to surpass anything of a similar nature that had ever before been 
done. Accordingly, in 166 B.C., he invited the cities and kings of Europe and Asia 
to attend a great religious festival to be held in the beautiful and sacred grove 
at Daphne, just outside Antioch. We hear of a marvelous triumphal procession, 
comprising fifty thousand participants, with elephants, chariots, infantry, cavalry 
- in purple and gold with glittering armor - long lines of young men and athletes 
bearing golden crowns, slaves with sacred vessels, floats with statues of the gods 
and with figures portraying mythical scenes or cosmic forces, bevies of beautiful 
girls scattering precious perfumes from golden vases. For thirty days athletic 
games and gladiatorial combats kept the crowds in breathless suspense, while, 
nightly, luxurious banquests were served to thousands of guests at a time. Even 
the interest of future numismatists seems not have been overlooked. A special 
series of attractive coins was issued. Among these are espcially to be mentioned 
handsome tetradrachms whose obverses bear the heads of Antiochus’ two most 
favored gods, Zeus or Apollo, whose features are made to resemble those of 
Epiphanes himself, while their reverses exhibit corresponding statues of these 
divinities - famous statues which could be seen and admired by the visiting crowds 
in the great temple of Apollo at Daphne. We see Olympian Zeus, enthroned with 
victory and sceptre, a copy of the world-renowned masterpiece of Pheidias at 
Olympia which Anitochus had recently erected at Daphne.” This is probably the 
finest known example of this extremely important issue. The head of Zeus is 
struck in extremely high relief and wonderfully toned.

Because these inscribed 
oyster shells are attested from the reigns of only these two kings, and because a 
couple of examples were found in the graves of soldiers, it has been suggested 
that these shells were worn as badges by members of a military organization 
founded by Senwosret I and then subsequently disbanded during the reign of his 
son. Since most oyster shells come from the Red Sea, it is possible the members 
of this military organization participated in expeditions through the eastern deserts 
of Egypt to the Red Sea.

519. GREEK TERRACOTTA SPHINX, ca. 3rd cent. B.C. The sphinx originated in 

Egypt, where it was probably a representation of royalty (the body of a lion with the 
head of a man), the idea of this mythological monster found its way to Greece from 
the Near East - where it had in the meantime undergone the change that made 
sphinxes into women. Greek mythology writes that the region of Thebes was 
devastated by a fabulous monster with the face and bust of a woman, the body of a 
lion and the wings of a bird. Guarding the road to Thebes the Sphinx would stop all 
travelers and pose riddles to them; those who were unable to solve her riddles she 
would devour. When Oedipus was asked by the Sphinx, ‘which animal has four feet 
in the morning, two at midday and three in the evening?’ He answered correctly 
with, ‘Man, who in infancy crawls on all fours, who walks upright on two feet in 
maturity, and in old age supports himself with a stick.’ Vanquished, the Sphinx threw 
herself into the sea. Greek sphinxes became a familiar motif for the decoration of 
ancient tombs. She is missing her wings, and both forepaws, yet this sculpture 
has a strong and somewhat mystical presence.

535. ROMAN COLLECTION OF RED CORAL CAMEOS, Early Roman Period, ca. 
2nd cent. A. D. The collection is comprised of ten total pieces which quite possibly 
represent scenes from the Labours of Hercules. After a fit of madness, Hercules 
visited the Oracle at Delphi to regain his honor. The Oracle told Hercules that he 
must perform a series of tasks (labours) set by a man most hated by Hercules, 
King Eurystheus, the man who had taken his birthright as king. Though Hercules 
was originally assigned ten labours, two were not counted because he accepted 
assistance from a companion. The traditional order of the labours is as follows: 

I . Slay the Nemean Lion and bring back its hide. 2. Slay the 9-headed Lernaean 

Hydra. 3. Capture the Golden Stag of Artemis. 4. Capture the Erymanthian Boar. 
5. Clean the Augean stables in a single day. 6. Slay the Stymphalian Birds. 7. 
Capture the Cretan Bull. 8. Steal the Mares of Diomedes. 9. Obtain the Girdle of the 
Amazon warrior queen Hippolyta. 10. Obtain the Cattle of the Monster Geryon. 11 . 
Steal the Apples of the Hesperides, which were strictly guarded by a 100-headed 
serpent-dragon called Ladon. 12. Capture Cerberus, the guardian dog of Hades, 
using no weapons and bring him back. Our cameos quite possibly represent (in 
this order on antiquities color catalog page); The First, Fourth, Fifth, Seventh and 
Tenth Labours of Hercules. The additional cameos depict the following scenes; 
baby Hercules with snakes, Hercules battling a centaur, Hercules shooting the 
centaur Nessos in the heart with an arrow, Hercules running and, finally, Hercules 
holding the struggling giant Antaeus. An amazing collection probably from an 
elaborate necklace.

545. MARBLE HEAD OF AMAZON, Roman Imperiai Period ca. 140-160 A.D. A fine 

marbie head of a Amazon with a murai crown. The head has a weii preserved 
surface, the Amazon is attractive and she has distinct Ciassicai character. She 
originaiiy beionged to an architecturai reiief since her hair becomes iess detaiied 
toward the back and does not curve around the back of her head. In spite of her 
Ciassicai derivation, the goddess cieariy dates from the Roman Imperiai Period. 
She has an emphatic quaiity and fuiiness of form that are unmistakabiy Roman. 
The city-waii that she wears iike a crown is aiso rendered in a simpie, direct, and 
typicaiiy Roman manner. Moreover, scuiptures with a murai crown are hard to 
find before the Imperiai Period. The generous, easy carving of the head strongiy 
suggests that this piece originated in Asia Minor. Comparisons can be made 
with scuiptures in Ephesus of the second haif of the first century CE. A head of 
Zeus from the Nymphaeum of Poiiio of 93 CE has simiiar cairn, ciear forms and 
sharpiy defined iocks of hair. Another exampie from an Imperiai statue of Apoiio 
from Ephesus is comparabiy iinear. The minimai use of driii work in the hair is a 
common feature. Whiie it is evident that this scuipture derives from the Ciassicai 
Asiatic tradition, it shows differences that show bearing on its chronoiogy. The 
two first-century heads from Ephesus previousiy mentioned have more firmiy 
defined iocks of hair. In this Amazon, the hair has a sketchier, more fiuent quaiity. 
A few Asiatic scuiptures of the Antonine date, on the other hand, have a simiiar 
treatment of the hair. For exampie, the veiied goddess, possibiy Demeter, in the 
monumentai reiief from the Agora of Smyrna, rebuiit around 180 CE, has a simiiar 
modeiing aithough its face is fuiier and softer. The piiiar figures of Amazons from 
the Ephesos Theatre, dated between 150 and 175, aiso avoid conspicuous driii 
work and their sharpiy iinear strands of hair have a texture that is highiy simiiar to 
this scuipture. This piece has s ciearer more Ciassicistic design than the Ephesus 
piiiar figures; in front view she is more firmiy and sharpiy defined aithough in this 
respect, she is cioser to the Demeter from Smyrna. On baiance, an Antonine 
date- perhaps an eariy one, about 140-160- seems appropriate for this piece. The 
conception of the Amazon is based on Ciassicai scuiptures of about 440 BCE. The 
most probabie source of inspiration can be found among the various Amazons 
carved by the famous scuiptors Poiykieitos, Pheidias, and Kresiias for the tempie 
of Artemis at Ephesus. Aii these Amazons, which are known in many copies, have 
gracefuiiy eiongated ovai faces, and their hair is puiied back from a centrai part 
in reguiar waves. The asymmetries in the head may make it possibie eventuaiiy 
to connect her with a specific modei. The head does not, however, represent the 
Ephesian Artemis, nor is it an exact copy of one of the famous Amazons, whose 
heads are tiited to the side. Whiie the Amazon seems to tiit her head forward to 
iook down from her architecturai setting, the centeriine of her face is verticai, since 
she hoids her head upright to support a murai crown. The crown identifies her as 
the protector of a city or cities. She couid be Tyche, Cybeie, Rhea, or the goddess 
of a specific city. The iast aiternative seems by far the best. According to iegend, 
many cities of Asia Minor were founded by Amazons. On coinage of numerous 
Asiatic cities of Roman times, an Amazonian founder wears a murai crown. 
Among these cities are Cyme, Kibyra, Magesia ad Sipyium, Smyrna, Ancyra, and 
Cremna, and many more couid probabiy be found. It is very iikeiy that the piece 
represents one of these Amazonian city founders. The theme may be common on 
coinage, but it is rather rare in marbie scuipture. Not oniy do we have an attractive 
Ciassicistic scuipture of Roman times, we have an interesting and (scuipturaiiy) 
rare iconography.
